:hants of Torrance as a whole.

The explanation as made by Mr. 
Strlckler was so complete, interesting' 
and satisfactory that the membership I 
of the Torrance Business Men's asso- ' 
clutioii present endorsed the service j 
and recommended its membership to i 
use same as a body, and the meeting j 
reached the maximum point of interest ! 
when two local business men. Mr. 
Reeve, and Mr. Paige. uathusiastically 
stated the benefits they had derived 
from the service and co-operation of 
this well .known international or­ 
ganization.
